ln spite of tho strenuous efforts of 
Sanitary Board malaria ig still prevalent at 
Hongkong. the dimg-stores doing quite a brisk 
ivade in ‘quinine. Since, lowevur, sv wany 
sta thint pools have been ‘filled in, nvllahs | 
trained, etc, the diseaso has been much res- } 
trieted.. Tho guiskirts oro still bad, though. | 
so it behoves us to keep an open eye for 
n:orquito-holes with a view to romedyiug them. 
Malavial fever is caused by a minute animal 
which lives in the blood 2s a paras te. As these 
‘parasites aro about a twelvo-thousandth part of 
an inch in length (hey cnn only bexven through 
a powerful microscope, Small us this creature 
isitis futl of venom. It deyslopsin the hnuan 
blood, grows, multiplies, and produces fuvor. 
The contagou is spread by meaus of mosquitocs, 

The Lest means te prevent malaria is to hill 
ie purasite, The parasite cannot live excopt 
inside’ the living bodies of man and moxyuito. 
There is ous kind of mosquito, the anopheles, in ¢ 
whose salive the youn: parasites are to be f nod 
ready for infectiug mau as sconas ho is bitten, 
Ho loves darkness and is shy, and does not. 
herald his approach by a loud bugging like tho 
common cnuiex, Woe hides during the day and 
only comes out during the darkness of night 
His fuvourite hiding-placa is ia stables and dark 
huis, whoro he is sheltered from draughts of wir 
and bright light. ‘Fhe unopholes likes gently 
roonipg water and clear slreama in which there 
aro Water-weods growing. The other species, 
tho culex, brecds in filthy water, iu old tins, 
Loitles, vases, and tanks, 

The bost way to got rid of mosquitoes is to 
"distrey all puddies, stroums, and tun. sin which 
they can Lreed, and to sco that no o'd ting, pote, 
or vessejs oro left about in which water can 
scenmulate for diosquitoes to. breed in. Tubs 
and water-butts should uot be kept in com- 
pounds, or if they must, they should be emptied 
every few days,  Flower-vases,  bath-roum’ 
chatties, water-jugs, and buckols should bo 
emptiod at intervals, Iu the caso of tauks, 
ketosene off makes a scum. on tha surfuca of the 
water and suffi cates (ho Jorvae by blocking their 
breathing-tubes. Mosquito. urtains should by 
used at night, ‘The anephelos dislike pankahs 
and electric fans oud carrents of air, sud they 
love darkness, People should koop their houses 
bright aud oper, All uonecessary walls round 
compounils, and plants should be avoided, Lt 
is good aud economical to burn garden refuse, 
ax smoke is obnoxions to mosynitoos.
